One of the opposing 
forces is known as Unity,’ he 
said. 

“By retiring from the political 
field, the U.F,A. has released its 
tollowers, so that the member- 
ship is now free to support 
whatever group they choose, I 
want to say here what I have 
contended on many occasions 
in the past, and that is, the 
U.F.A. gave this province good 
government.” 

“Agriculture occupies the most 
important place in our economy 
and | hope the next elected gov- 
ernment will consist of a large 
percentage of men and women 
who are nominated and elected 
by the farming interests of Al- 
berta. 

“T believe the Unity Movement 
provides our agriculturists with 
a wonderful opportunity to 
assist in giving to this province 
a progressive and efficient ad- 
ministration of our affairs.
